Jesus  said,  “By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.” 
We  need  not  judge  when  we  see  apples  on  a  tree  that 
the  tree  is  an  apple  tree. 

We  need  not  pass  judgment  on  a  tree  bearing  pears 
to  ascertain  that  it  is  a  pear  tree.

UGHT  ON  DARKNESS. 


PUNISHMENT  OF  THE  WICKED  NOT  ANNIHILATION, 

‘‘Then  shall  he  say  unto  them  on  the  left  hand^ 
Depart  from,  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  pre» 
pared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels.”  Matt.  25 : 41. 

The  poor  deluded  Advents  tell  us  that  this  “eveE* 
lasting”  means  as  long  as  it  lasts.  Of  course  this  ia 
true,  but  it  lasts  forever.  Then  they  bring  forth  tHe 
Scripture  in  Malachi  where  it  speaks  of  the  wicked 
who  shall  be  trodden  under  the  feet  of  the  righteous* 
But  we  tell  them  this  means  the  body  in  the  day  of 
Christ’s  coming.  Then  they  bring  in  their  Soul-sleeping 
heresy  to  prove  that  the  soul  is  burned  up  too.  So  in 
order  to  prove  that  the  soul  is  not  burned  to  ashes  we 
must  prove  that  it  is  not  part  of  the  body,  i,  e.,  it  leaves 
the  body  at  death. 

1.  The  soul  is  not  a  part  of  the  body  because  God 
created  man  out  of  the  dust  of  the  earth  and  afterward 
breathed  into  this  creation  the  breath  of  life  and  he  b& 
came  a  living  soul.  The  man  (body)  came  from  the 
earth,  but  the  soul  came  from  God.  Gen  2 : 7. 

2.  We  see  by  reading  1  Kings  17 : 22  that  the  soul 
leaves  the  body  when  we  die.  “And  he  stretched  hinv 
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self  upon  the  child  three  times,  and  cried  unto  the  Lord, 
and  said,  O  Lord  my  God,  I  pray  thee,  let  this  child’s 
soul  come  into  him  again.  And  the  Lord  heard  the  voice 
of  Elijah;  and  the  soul  of  the  child  came  into  him 
again,  and  he  revived.” 

When  the  Psalmist  said,  “Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul : 
and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy  name,”  he  was 
not  talking  of  the  body,  but  of  the  soul.  To  prove  the 
annihilation  of  the  (wicked)  soul  they  parade  the 
following  Scripture :  “The  wages  of  sin  is  death.”  “The 
soul  that  sinneth  it  shall  die.”  But  death  in  no  in¬ 
stance  means  annihilation,  but  in  every  case  means  sep¬ 
aration.  The  Bible  speaks  of  at  least  four  different 
kinds  of  death. 

DEAD  IN  SIN. 

“And  you  hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead  in  tres¬ 
passes  and  sins.”  Eph.  2 : 1.  This  death  is  a  separation 
of  the  soul  from  God’s  mercy,  love  and  grace.  Sins 
hide  the  face  of  God  and  separate  the  soul  from  spirit¬ 
ual  life.  Isa.  59 :  2. 

This  does  not  mean  the  soul  is  annihilated  or  it  could 
not  be  quickened  and  made  alive,  but  would  be  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  soul’s  non-existence.  Neither  is  this 
the  beginning  of  the  soul’s  existence ,  but  a  resurrection 
from  the  sin-death.  This  death  means  void  of  spiritual 
understanding — lost  in  sin. 
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DEAD  TO  SIN. 

Ifeul  said  to  the  brethren,  Col.  3:3,  “For  ye  are 
dead,  and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.”  This 
means  dead  to  sin,  a  separation  from  all  sin.  Glory ! 
Dead  to  sin,  but  alive  unto  God.  Not  unconscious  as 
to  the  existence  of  sin,  but  separated  from  it.  Trans¬ 
planted  from  the  kingdom  of  darkness  into  the  glori¬ 
ous  kingdom  of  light.  This,  then,  is  the  death  to  the 
“old  man  of  sin.”  After  which  there  comes  into  our 
soul  the  abundance  of  life  and  peace. 

NATURAL  DEATH. 

The  death  of  the  body  does  not  annihilate  any  part 
of  the  body.  The  soul  which  lived  in  the  body  goes 
into  eternity,  either  to  heaven  or  hell,  for  whichever 
place  it  was  prepared.  The  rich  man  died  and  went  to 
hell.  In  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  while  his  body  lay 
in  the  grave.  Lazarus  went  with  the  angels  to  Abra¬ 
ham’s  bosom,  or  Paradise.  This  is  as  plain  as  the  nose 
on  a  man’s  face. 

But  some  try  to  spiritualize  the  story  of  the  rich 
man  and  Lazarus  by  saying  it  is  a  parable.  Granting 
that  it  is  a  parable,  it  was  given  to  mean  what  it  rep¬ 
resented— a  fiery  hell  for  the  rebellious  rich  sinners 
and  a  sweet  heaven  for  the  obedient  poor  saints.  If 
this  is  a  parable,  what  must  the  reality  be?  My  Lord, 
open  blind  eyes  and  undeceive  deluded  souls  for  Jesus- 
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sake !  This  is  the  death  that  shall  be  finally  destroyed 
and  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  Hallelujah!

SECOND  DEATH. 

Read  Rev.  2:1;  20 : 14 ;  21:8.  This  death  has  no 
power  over  the  “overcomers.”  It  is  termed  a  lake  of 
fire  into  which  all  will  be  cast  whose  names  are  not 
written  in  the  Book  of  Life.  This  death  means  ever¬ 
lasting  separation  from  God.  All  hope,  prospect  and 
possibility  of  being  saved  is  gone.  Expectancy  is 
dead  and  every  inclination  is  burned  up  and  gone, 
root  and  branch,  and  the  God-forsaken  soul  sinks  for¬ 
ever  deeper  into  eternity’s  night.  With  all  the  sinful 
desires  and  passions  turned  loose  in  hell  it  will  make 
the  torment  the  greater.  They  are  punished  with 
everlasting  destruction.  2  Thess.  1:8,  9.  “And  the 
smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever : 
and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night.”  Rev.  14 : 11. 

To  say  that  “everlasting,”  “eternal”  and  “for  ever 
and  ever”  has  an  end  when  speaking  of  the  damnation 
of  the  lost,  as  in  Matt.  25:  41;  Jude  7 ;  Mk.  3:  29,  and 
Rev.  20 : 10,  means  annihilation,  then  we  must  say 
these  words  have  the  same  meaning  when  speaking  of 
the  heavenly  state  of  the  saints  in  Rev.  11:15;  Dan. 
7 : 27 ;  1  Pet.  5 : 10. ,  Surely  these  two  false  doctrines, 
Soul-sleeping  and  Annihilation,  are  twin  devils,  soul- 
deluders  and  soul-damners,  drawing  the  heart  that 
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should  be  kept  on  Jesus  and  after  souls  into  the  mists 
and  fogs  of  the  land  of  Do  Nothing,  Idleness,  Argu¬ 
ment  and  Bondage.

INFIDELITY  IN  ROBES  OF  CHURCHANITY. 

I  believe  from  all  I  have  heard  and  found  out  there 
could  be  a  Union  Conference  held  by  the  following 
people:  The  Infidel,  the  Universalist,  the  Spiritualist, 
and  the  Advent,  over  which  the  devil  could  preside. 
While  they  could  not  agree  on  all  points,  they  could 
agree  that  there  is  no  everlasting  torment  for  the 
wicked.  They  could  all  speak  against  God’s  everlast¬ 
ing  Word  on  that  line,  and  the  devil  be  dancing  with 
hellish  glee  all  the  time  to  think  how  he  had  deceived 
them  all  by  his  different  hell-hatched  schemes.  All  he 
cares  is  so  he  gets  them. 

Why  should  we  call  a  Universalist  an  Infidel?  Be¬ 
cause  he  does  not  believe  the  Bible,  and  denies  the  only 
means  of  salvation — the  blood  of  Calvary’s  Lamb. 

What  does  the  teaching  of  the  soul-sleeping  and  an¬ 
nihilation  have  a  tendency  to  do?  It  has  a  tendency 
to  make  people  who  believe  it  indifferent  about  the 
salvation  of  lost  souls.  Their  greatest  desire  now  is  to 
persuade  folks  to  believe  their  damnable  heresies 
which  they  bring  in  privately. 

A  long,  solemn  face,  a  sanctimonious  look,  an  out¬ 
wardly  good  life,  a  kindness  shown  to  others,  a  Bible 
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under  the  arm,  a  house-to-house  visitation  and  giving 
Bible  readings  will  not  do  to  substitute  for  a  real 
heaven-sent,  heartfelt,  joyful  experience  of  salvation 
from  the  skies.  Outward  beauty  does  not  make  us  in¬ 
wardly  right;  salvation  must  begin  at  the  heart.  The 
devil  comes  as  a  sheep  and  outwardly  appears  really 
to  be  a  sheep.  He  will  go  in  among  the  sheep  with  his 
sheepskin  on  and  watch  his  chance  to  catch  a  lamb. 
“Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in 
sheep’s  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening 
wolves.”  The  devil  comes  in  these  days  as  an  angel  of 
light.  But  if  we  look  closely  we  may  see  the  cloven 
hoof.  As  we  bring  down  the  old  Gospel  hammer  of 
God’s  blessed  Word,  preach  holiness  as  a  second  work 
of  grace  and  hell  as  a  place  of  everlasting  torment,  we 
soon  discover  we  have  unmasked  the  devil.  He  is 
pleading  for  his  fragments  of  poisonous  doctrine  that  is 
being  consumed  with  holy  fire.  He  takes  a  back  seat, 
finds  fault  with  the  meeting,  etc.,  yet  it  goes  on  just 
the  same.  Souls  are  saved,  believers  are  sanctified 
wholly,  the  sick  are  healed,  heaven  rejoices  and  hell 
puts  on  mourning.  This  deceiver  who  is  deceived  will 
come  to  the  convert  to  try  to  teach  him,  although  he 
never  cared  to  help  get  him  to  God.  Now  he  becomes  a 
great  teacher.  Peter  speaking  of  him  says,  “But  there 
were  false  prophets  also  among  the  people,  even  as 
there  hall  be  false  teachers  among  you,  who  privily 
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shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies,  even  denying  the 
Lord  that  bought  them,  and  bring  upon  themselves 
swift  destruction/’ 

Of  course  they  do  not  claim  to  deny  the  Lord,  but 
they  deny  His  Word  and  contradict  His  plain  teach¬ 
ings;  so  in  reality  they  deny  Him.  You  can  not  call 
a  man  a  liar,  count  his  sayings  false  and  then  turn 
and  from  your  heart  say  he  is  a  good  man  and  all  right. 
But  this  is  what  the  Advents,  Universalists,  Christian 

Scientists,  Spiritualists  and  many  other  ists  and  isms

do. 

Some  one  will  say  these  people  have  a  great  follow¬ 
ing.  Admitting  this,  we  read  again  in  Peter  as  he 
speaks,  “And  many  shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways ; 
by  reason  of  whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil  spoken 
of.”  2  Pet.  2:2.  O  yes,  they  have  many  followers, 
but  that  only  helps  to  prove  them  the  more  false.  A 
great  following  is  no  evidence  of  the  truth.  Jesus  said, 
“Because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way, 
which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it.” 
On  the  other  hand  it  is  a  wide  gate  and  a  broad  way 
that  leads  to  destruction  and  many  there  be  which 
go  in  thereat.  You  see  the  devil  has  changed  his  tactics 
in  these  days.  It  used  to  be  clubs,  brickbats,  bleeding 
backs,  dungeons  and  burning  at  the  stake,  but  all  this 
only  helped  to  spread  the  fire.  When  the  devil  thought 
to  blow  the  fire  out  at  Jerusalem  about  Pentecost  he 
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only  helped  to  spread  it  all  over  the  land.  But  now 
he  comes  with  delusive  doctrines,  as  Paul  said  he  would 
in  the  last  days.  He  comes  as  an  angel  of  light, 
smooth-tongued,  gilt-edged,  sanctimonious.  A  de¬ 
ceiver  to  deceive,  twisting  the  Scriptures  to  prove  his 
damning  points.  He  will  even  confess  to  some  truth 
from  you  in  order  to  get  you  to  swallow  one  lie  from 
him.  He  is  sly  and  cunning.  He  can  mimic  a  Chris¬ 
tian  real  well.  Oh,  how  we  need  to  prove  all  things 
and  hold  fast  to  that  which  is  good!  Try  the  spirits 
whether  they  are  of  God,  because  many  false  prophets 
are  gone  out  into  the  world.  We  need  to  keep  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  abound  in  perfect  love.  We 
must  keep  our  ears  open  to  hear  when  God  speaks  and 
our  eyes  open  to  behold  good  and  evil.  We  must  have 
the  spirit  of  discernment  to  detect  the  devil  any  time 
he  may  come. 

THE  MEAT  QUESTION. 

This  is  a  question  over  which  many  are  deluded  in 
these  days.  Some  will  not  eat  any  pork  or  anything 
with  lard  in  it.  Others  will  not  eat  any  meat  at  all. 
Still  others  eat  too  much.  Surely  we  should  not  eat 
anything  that  we  know  would  injure  our  health.  In 
the  beginning  Adam  no  doubt  was  a  vegetarian  and 
ate  only  fruits,  grains,  etc.  But  God  told  Noah  (Gen. 
9:3),  “Every  moving  thing  that  liveth  shall  be  meat 
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for  you;  even  as  the  green  herb  have  I  given  you  all 
things.”  So  we  see  that  God  purposed  Noah  should 
eat  meat  with  his  garden  stuff.  This  also  proves  the 
law  was  not  given  at  that  time,  for  He  told  him  he 
could  eat  all  things. 

God  showed  Peter  by  a  vision  that  he  could  eat  all 
manner  of  meat  and  preach  to  the  Gentiles  too.  Paul 
declares  “every  creature  of  God  is  good  and  nothing  to 
be  refused,  if  it  be  received  with  thankskiving”  (that  is, 
ask  the  blessing  at  the  table  and  eat  what  is  set  before 
us).  Paul  says  this  commanding  to  abstain  from  meat 
business,  and  forbidding  to  marry  is  in  the  catalogue 
with  the  other  devilish  doctrines.  1  Tim.  4 : 1-3.  He 
says  again,  “For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and 
drink;  but  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost.  All  things  indeed  are  pure ;  but  it  is  evil 
for  that  man  who  eateth  with  offence.”  Rom.  14:20. 

We  should  never  try  to  measure  everybody  else  by 
•  our  own  whims.  On  the  other  hand,  “If  meat  make  my 
brother  to  offend,  I  will  eat  no  meat  while  the  world 
stands,  lest  I  make  my  brother  to  offend.”  Jesus  says, 
“My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  Him  that  sent  me.”  St. 
John  4:  34. 

Instead  of  making  a  big  fuss  over  such  things  which 
are  declared  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  salvation,  we 
should  be  learning  to  eat  the  strong  meat  of  God’s 
Word,  and  feast  on  that  which  brings  joy,  comfort  and 
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strength.  Instead  of  arguments,  divisions  and  often 
abuse  of  others,  let  us  eat  that  which  is  good  for  our 
health  and  keep  our  souls  on  top. 

THE  TEN  COMMANDMENTS. 

There  is  a  class  of  people  today  known  as  the 
“Seventh  Day  Advents,”  who  are  continually  harping 
on  the  ten  commandments  found  in  Exodus  20.  When 
they  tell  us  what  they  mostly  have  reference  to,  we 
will  find  it  is  the  fourth  commandment  they  stress. 
No  other  seems  so  great  and  important  to  them  as  this 
one,  “Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy.”  The 
command  not  to  swear,  steal,  lie,  commit  adultery, 
murder,  dishonor  parents,  and  for  all  men  everywhere 
to  repent  (Acts  17 : 30)  they  lose  sight  of.  “Be  filled 
with  the  Spirit,”  Eph.  5:8;  “Be  ye  holy,  for  I  am 
holy,”  1  Tet.  1:16;  “Cry  out  and  shout,  thou  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  Zion,”  Isa.  12:6;  “Pray  without  ceasing,”  1 
Thess.  5 : 17 ;  “Rejoice  evermore,”  1  Thess.  5:16;  “O 
clap  your  hands,  all  ye  people;  shout  unto  God  with 
the  voice  of  triumph,”  Psa.  47: 1;  “Rejoice  ye  in  that 
day,  and  leap  for  joy,”  Lu.  6:  23.  None  of  these  seem 
so  important  to  them  as  does  the  fourth  commandment. 

This  rejoicing  has  to  be  done  wThen  we  are  persecuted 

for  Christ’s  sake.  We  fail  to  see  them  do  so  when 

* 

one  speaks  against  their  whims  of  keeping  the  seventh 
day,  or  Saturday. 
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DO  THEY  KEEP  THE  FOURTH  COMMANDMENT? 

The  same  Book  that  tells  us  to  keep  it  also  tells  us 
how  to  keep  it.  I  quote  the  following  from  one  of  their 
books:  “Let  no  man  deceive  himself  with  the  un-

belief  that  a  part  of  God’s  commandments  are  non- 
essential.”  P.  358,  Patriarchs  and  Prophets.  If  this 
be  true,  then  the  how  to  keep  the  Sabbath  and  the 
keeping  of  it  as  it  was  under  the  law  as  it  was  kept 
then  will  surely  be  essential.  One  will  not  dare  go  out 
of  the  house  on  the  Sabbath  day  nor  build  a  fire.  Ex. 
35 : 23.  “Whosoever  doeth  work  therein  shall  be  put 
to  death.” 

If  this  statement  be  true  that  no  part  of  the  law  is 
non-essential,  then  this  part  how  to  keep  the  Sabbath 
will  be  essential.  The  Advents  do  not  thus  keep  it. 
I  have  heard  some  of  them  saying  that  “that  is  the 
ceremonial  law  and  is  done  away  with.”  If  so,  then 
Adventism  is  against  itself. 

But  taking  it  for  granted  that  the  ceremonial  law  is 
done  away  with  in  a  literal  sense  and  can  only  be  used 
as  types  and  shadows,  we  quote  again  from  their  book 
called  “The  Law  of  God,”  P.  17,  “The  Sabbath  cannot 
be  a  type  of  anything  in  the  plan  of  human  redemp¬ 
tion.”  Types  are  declared  to  be  the  shadow  of  good 
things  to  come.  But  surely  the  brother  has  failed  to 
read  Col.  2: 16,  17,  “Let  no  man  therefore  judge  us  in 
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meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  an  holy  day,  or  of 
the  new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days:  which  are  a 
shadow  of  things  to  come;  but  the  body  is  of  Christ.” 
Christ  is  the  real,  hallelujah!  and  the  keeping  of  the 
day  the  shadow.  The  shadow  always  points  to  the 
real,  and  is  a  witness  to  it.  >  Rom.  3 :  21,  “But  now  the 
righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  manifested, 
being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets.”  He 
points  to  it  as  a  sign.  Ex.  31 : 13,  “Speak  thou  also 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  verily,  my  sabbath 
ye  shall  keep:  but  it  is  a  sign  between  me  and  you 
throughout  your  generations;  that  ye  may  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord  that  doth  sanctify  you.” 

We  have  many  things  in  the  Old  Testament  pointing 
to  blessed  realities  in  the  New.  The  sprinkled  blood 
of  the  slain  lamb  in  Egypt  on  a  door  post  points  to 
Jesus,  the  dying  Lamb  of  God.  The  manna  in  the 
wilderness  points  to  Christ,  the  Living  Bread  from 
heaven.  The  smitten  and  gushing  waters  to  Christ  the 
“Rock  of  Ages”  and  Fountain  of  eternal  life.  The 
sacrifice  of  Isaac  by  his  father  Abraham  points  to 
Christ’s  crucifixion,  resurrection  and  second  coming. 
The  ark  of  Noah  points  to  Christ  our  Savior;  and  the 
Sabbath  points  to  soul-rest  that  Jesus  gives  in  the 
blessed  experience  of  entire  sanctification.  Jer.  6:16, 
“Thus  saith  the  Lord,  stand  ye  in  the  ways,  and  see, 
and  ask  for  the  old  paths,  where  is  the  good  way,  and 
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walk  therein,  and  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  soul.  But 
they  said,  we  will  not  walk  therein.” 

Again,  Matt.  11:29,  30,  “Take  my  yoke  upon  you, 
and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart: 
and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke 
is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light.”  This  is  not  the  yoke 
of  bondage  under  the  law  what  Acts  15 :  5  and  10  tells 
us,  neither  we  nor  our  fathers  are  able  to  bear.  This 
is  Christ’s  yoke  of  soul-rest  or  perfect  love.  Let  us  see 
whether  this  rest  may  be  obtained  by  the  keeping  of  a 
day  or  by  faith  ?  “Let  us  therefore  fear,  lest  a  promise 
being  left  us  of  entering  into  this  rest,  any  of  you  should 
seem  to  come  short  of  it.  For  unto  us  was  the  gospel 
preached,  as  well  as  unto  them :  but  the  word  preached 
did  not  profit  them,  not  being  mixed  with  faith  in  them 
that  heard  it.  For  we  which  have  believed  do  enter  into 
rest.”  And  he  goes  on  to  speak  of  the  works  being 
finished  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  In  Rev. 
13 : 8  it  speaks  of  “the  Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world.” 

By  this  we  see  “the  works  finished  from  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  world”  does  not  mean  the  literal  creation 

* 

and  the  seventh  day,  but  the  Lamb  slain  through  and 
from  whom  we  receive  this  glorious  rest,  and  that  by 
faith.  In  the  next  verse  we  read  (Heb.  4:4),  “For  he 
spake  in  a  certain  place  of  the  seventh  day  on  this  wise, 
And  God  did  rest  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  works.” 
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The  10th  verse  says:  “For  he  that  is  entered  into  his 
rest,  he  also  hath  ceased  from  his  own  works,  as  God 
did  from  his.”  So  in  order  to  enter  into  this  soul-rest 
we  must  cease  from  our  trying  to  enter  in  by  works 
and  go  in  by  faith.  We  can  see  very  clearly  that  sanc¬ 
tification  is  not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
have  done,  but  He  has  opened  the  way  for  us  into  the 
holiness  of  God  through  faith  in  His  atoning  blood. 
In  the  8th  verse  we  read,  “For  if  Jesus  (or  Joshua) 
had  given  them  rest,  then  would  he  not  afterward  have 
spoken  of  another  day.” 

How  true.  If  soul-rest  would  have  come  to  them 
through  the  keeping  of  the  Sabbath  day,  “which  was 
the  shadow  of  the  things  to  come,  “then  they  would 
not  have  spoken  of  the  glorious  day  of  full  salvation 
wherein  Jesus  truly  gives  us  soul-rest  (Matt.  11:29). 
This  is  the  rest  that  “remaineth  therefore  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  God,”  Heb.  4:9.  In  the  11th  verse  he  says,  “Let 
us  labor  therefore  to  enter  into  this  rest,  lest  any  man 
fall  after  the  same  manner  of  unbelief.” 

We,  by  a  living  sacrifice  of  our  all  to  God  (having 
already  been  saved  from  our  sins)  by  faith  and  prayer 
in  the  cleansing  blood  enter  into  the  soul-rest  that 
remaineth  for  us,  and  thus  do  not  fall  into  unbelief. 
Pray  tell  me  what  laboring  will  a  man  do  to  enter  into 
a  Sabbath  day?  And  what  does  faith  have  to  do  with 
keeping  a  day? 
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IN  WHAT  SENSE  IS  THE  LAW  DONE  AWAY? 

2  Cor.  3 : 5-18 :  “Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our¬ 
selves  to  think  anything  as  o£  ourselves ;  but  our  suffi¬ 
ciency  is  of  God ;  who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers 
of  the  new  testament;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the 
spirit:  for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life. 
But  if  the  ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven 
in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel 

could  not  steadfastlv  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 

• 

glory  of  his  countenance;  which  glory  was  to  be  done 
away:  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the  Spirit  be 
rather  glorious?  For  if  the  ministration  of  condemna¬ 
tion  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the  ministration  of 
righteousness  exceed  in  glory.  For  even  that  which 
was  made  glorious  had  no  glory  in  this  respect,  by 
reason  of  the  glory  that  excelleth.  For  if  that  which 
was  done  away  was  glorious,  much  more  that  which 
remaineth  is  glorious.  Seeing  then  that  we  have  such 
hope,  we  use  great  plainness  of  speech:  and  not  as 
Moses,  which  put  a  vail  over  his  face,  that  the  children 
of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  look  to  the  end  of  that 
which  is  abolished.  But  their  minds  were  blinded :  for 
until  this  day  remaineth  the  same  vail  untaken  away 
in  the  reading  of  the  old  testament ;  which  vail  is  done 
away  in  Christ.  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses 
Is  read,  the  vail  is  upon  their  heart.  Nevertheless 
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when  it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail  shall  be  taken 
away.  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit:  and  where  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  there  is  liberty.  But  we  all,  with 
open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
are  changed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to  glory, 
even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.” 

Here  in  this  Scripture  we  must  admit  that  some¬ 
thing  in  some  sense  is  passed  by,  or  done  away  with 
or  abolished.  We  find  under  the  law  it  was  do  and 
live .  Now,  under  grace,  it  is  live  and  do.  We  do  not 
do  good  works  in  order  to  obtain  life,  but  we  obtain 
life  and  then  do  good  works,  such  as  winning  souls  for 
Jesus,  warning  them  of  the  wrath  to  come  and  tell 
them  of  the  blessedness  of  the  life  in  God  through  the 
grace  which  is  in  Christ  our  Savior. 

These  poor  deluded  souls  cannot  do  this,  for  they  do 
not  believe  in  everlasting  hell  fire.  They  do  not  believe 
in  freedom  from  sin  through  the  blood  of  Christ,  but  a 
law,  law  religion.  But  the  work  of  the  Christian  is  works 
of  faith  and  labor  of  love.  We  love  to  labor  for  lost 
souls,  give  to  the  needy,  feed  the  hungry  and  do  all 
kinds  of  good  deeds.  These  naturally  follow  a  true 
life  in  Christ. 

SIGN. 

The  Sabbath  day  is  a  sign  pointing  to  sanctification 
just  as  a  signboard  points  the  way  to  a  certain  city, 
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giving  the  distance  and  pointing  the  direction.  Say 
brother,  we  would  not  think  of  always  standing  at  the 
cross  roads  studying  the  signboard,  and,  pointing  to  it 
say,  “This  is  the  way  to  the  city.”  If  we  leave  the  sign¬ 
board  we  will  get  into  the  city,  see  the  sights,  walk  the 
streets,  buy  the  things  we  need  and  talk  to  the  city 
folks.  We  pass  by  the  sign  that  points  out  the  way  and 
leave  it  where  it  belongs.  So  should  we  leave  these 
types  and  shadows  and  go  on  to  spiritual  and  heavenly 
realities.  The  vail  is  taken  away  in  Christ  so  we  can 
see  Him  all  through  the  old  Bible  in  types  and  shad¬ 
ows. 

BACK  TO  ADAM. 

Some  Advents  tell  us  they  go  back  to  Adam  and  keep 
the  Sabbath  as  God  gave  it  to  Adam  before  the  cere¬ 
monial  law.  But  I  want  to  say  upon  the  authority  of 
God’s  word  that  God  never  said  a  word  to  Adam  about 
the  Sabbath  or  the  keeping  of  it.  He  never  told  him 
there  was  a  Sabbath.  God  finished  His  work  on  the 
seventh  day,  rested,  and  sanctified  it.  God  never  men¬ 
tioned  the  Sabbath  question  to  Noah,  Abraham,  Isaac 
or  Jacob.  I  am  quite  sure  if  they  had  been  Seventh 
Day  Advents  they  would  have  taken  it  up  as  the  Ad¬ 
vents  do  today. 

John  declares  “that  the  law  came  by  Moses,  but 
grace  and  truth  came  by  Jesus  Christ.”  John  14.  “If 
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ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments/’  He  did  not  say 
the  ten  commandments  nor  did  he  refer  to  them.  He 
went  right  on  telling  them  of  the  Comforter  whom  He 
would  send.  Jesus  had  commanded  them  in  Luke  24: 
49,  “Tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  en¬ 
dued  with  power  from  on  high.”  To  prove  that  this 
is  a  command,  read  Acts  1 :  4.  “And  being  assembled 
together  with  them,  commanded  them  that  they  should 
not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise 
of  the  Father . ” 

Again  He  commanded  them  in  Mark  16 : 15.  “Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  (not  the 
ten  commandments)  to  every  creature.”  Again  He  com¬ 
manded  them  in  St.  John  13 : 34,  35.  “A  new  com¬ 
mandment  I  give  unto  you,  that  ye  love  one  another; 
as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another.” 

Here  we  have  three  commandments  given  by  Christ 
Himself.  First:  Receive  the  Holy  Ghost — wait  until 
He  comes.  Second:  Go  preach  the  Gospel.  Third: 
Love  one  another,  by  which  all  men  are  known  '(n©l 
by  keeping  a  day.) 

John,  thou  beloved;  what  do  you  think  of  the  com¬ 
mandments?  “And  this  is  his  commandment,  that  we 
should  believe  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave  us  commandment.  And 
he  that  keepeth  his  commandments  dwelleth  in  him. 
And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us  by  the  Spirit 
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which  he  hath  given  us.”  1  John  3 :  23,  24.  Glory!  How 
true  that  through  faith  we  receive  salvation  that  makes 
us  truly  love  one  another.  This  faith  brings  the  Spirit 
to  abide.  The  keeping  of  a  day  will  never  bring  God’s 
Spirit  into  our  hearts. 

John  again  declares  in  1  John  2: 3,  4.  “And  hereby 
we  do  know  him,  if  we  keep  his  commandments.  He 
that  saith  I  know  him,  and  keepeth  not  his  command¬ 
ments,  is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him.”  If  this 
means  a  literal  keeping  of  the  commandments  then 
David  must  have  been  right  wheS  he  said  in  his  haste, 
“All  men  are  liars.”  All  men  are  deceived,  for  no  man 
keeps  the  fourth  commandment  (as  they  were  com¬ 
manded  to  keep  it)  in  those  days.  But  it  means  just 
what  John  says  it  means,  believing,  living  and  receiv¬ 
ing  the  Spirit.  Then,  bless  God,  we  have  kept  and  can 
keep  it.  This  is  the  true  Sabbath  of  rest  when  a  soul 
has  ceased  from  its  own  works  and  ways  and  is  filled 
with  God’s  Spirit,  rejoicing  every  day  and  makes  every 
day  a  day  of  holiness  unto  the  Lord.  Hallelujah! 
Amen! 

Now  let  us  come  up  to  the  Holiness  Conference  in 
session  at  Jerusalem  and  see  what  kind  of  a  letter  they 
wrote  to  the  Gentile  converts.  The  Book  says,  “But 
there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees  which 
believed,  saying,  that  it  was  needful  to  circumcise  them, 
and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses.  And 
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the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  consider 
of  this  matter.”  Acts  15 :  5,  6.  This  surely  was  a  special 
meeting  to  settle  these  fellows  crying,  “law,  lawJ*1  &nd 
now  we  read  their  letter  to  these  converts,  foras¬ 
much  as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out 
from  us  have  troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your 
souls,  saying,  Ye  must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the 
law:  to  whom  we  gave  no  such  command:  It  seemed 
good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with  one  accord,  to 
send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with  our  beloved  Barnabas 
and  Paul,  men  that  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  therefore 
sent  Judas  and  Silas,  who  shall  also  tell  you  the  same 
things  by  mouth.  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden 
than  these  necessary  things.  That  ye  abstain  from 
meats  offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things 
strangled,  and  from  fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep 
yourselves,  ye  shall  do  well,  Fare  ye  well.”  Acts  15 : 24- 
29. 

,We  see  very  clearly  that  the  brethren  at  this  Con¬ 
ference  did  not  teach  that  we  must  keep  the  law  of 
Moses.  But  in  verses  8  and  9  they  do  teach  receiving 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  a  pure  heart  by  faith.  By  the  fol¬ 
lowing  scripture  we  are  taught  that  law  is  not  of  faith : 
“For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are  under 
the  curse;  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that 
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eontinueth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the 
book  of  the  law  to  do  them.  But  that  no  man  is  jus- 
Hfied  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of  God,  it  is  evident  for, 
The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  And  the  law  is  not  of 
faith :  but,  The  man  that  doeth  them  shall  live  in  them.” 
Gal.  3 : 10-12. 


GOOD  THINGS  TO  COME. 

“But  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to 

come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things, _ ”  Heb. 

10 : 1.  So  Mary  said,  when  she  was  magnifying  the 
Lord  in  Luke  1 :  46,  “He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with 
good  things.”  Luke  1 :  53.  Not  the  shadow  of  them, 
but  He  actually  filled  them  with  good  things. 

This  is  what  the  law  pointed  to  should  come.  In 
Heb.  13 : 9  we  are  told  that  “It  is  a  good  thing  tbsf 
the  heart  be  established  with  grace.”  How  did  grace 
come?  By  Jesus  Christ.  Hallelujah! 

So  now  we  have  the  good  things  and  cannot  live  on 
shadows  any  more.  We  worship  God  in  spirit  and  in 

truth  and  in  the  beauty  of  holiness.  We  are  feeding  on 
the  fruits  of  Canaan,  eating  honey,  grapes  and  old 
corn.  We  are  growing  in  grace,  abounding  in  love  and 
are  free  indeed.  We  have  the  life  more  abundant,  joy 
unspeakable,  peace  like  a  river  and  a  Sabbath  of  rest 
undisturbed  by  earth  and  hell.  Hallelujah!  It  is 
grand. 
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WHY,  THEN,  DO  WE  KEEP  THE  FIRST  DAY  OF  THE 

WEEK? 

First.  Because  it  is  the  Lord’s  Day,  the  day  upon 
which  Jesus  came  forth  from  the  grave.  The  day  when 
He  burst  the  bands  of  death  asunder  and  rose  to  life. 
We  rest  that  day  in  memorial  of  His  resurrection.  This 
day  is  for  a  special  getting  together  to  worship  the 
Lord,  and  to  exhort  one  another  to  be  true  to  God. 
It  was  upon  this  day  the  Holy  Ghost  came  at  Pente¬ 
cost,  fifty  days  after  the  resurrection,  and  seems  to 
be  the  day  upon  which  they  met  in  Acts  20 :  7.  Paul 
tells  them  to  lay  by  their  money  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week  as  God  had  prospered  them  showing  by  this 
it  was  their  meeting  day  and  they  should  tithe  for  the 
offering. 

In  the  old  dispensation  they  worked  six  days  and 
rested  the  seventh,  giving  the  last  day  of  the  week  to 
God.  Now  we  give  Him  the  first  day  and  are  then  ready 
for  work.  This  also  shows  us  every  man  needs  soul- 
rest  before  he  is  ready  to  work  for  God.  We  are  al¬ 
ways  to  give  the  first  and  best  of  every  thing  to  God. 
Glory  to  God ! 

WHAT  ARE  THE  ADVENTS  DOING? 

Their  aim,  as  a  general  thing,  does  not  seem  at  all 
to  be  to  get  sinners  to  repent  or  born  again,  but  to  get 
Christians  to  keep  Saturday  and  believe  their  poisinous 
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doctrines  of  soul-sleeping,  the  annihilation  of  the  wick¬ 
ed  and  a  number  of  false  theories  and  damnable  here¬ 
sies  they  bring  in  privately  in  a  sneaking  way.  They 
will  enter  houses  and  even  give  Bible  readings  pervert¬ 
ing  the  Scriptures.

The  manna  keeping  over  the  Sabbath  day  was  a  re¬ 
minder  to  keep  the  Sabbath.  The  manna  in  the  golden 
pot  behind  the  second  vail  is  a  reminder  or  sign  point¬ 
ing  to  the  perpetual  soul-rest  or  true  meaning  of  th© 
Sabbath  in  the  Holy  Ghost  dispensation. 

DANGEROUS. 

1.  This  doctrine  is  dangerous  because  if  is  not  gos¬ 
pel,  but  the  law. 

2.  It  tends  to  bondage  instead  of  liberty. 

3.  It  is  mixed  with  lies  and  misrepresents  the  word 
of  God. 

4.  It  leads  to  laziness  and  indifference  spiritually 
instead  of  the  salvation  of  souls. 

5.  It  genders  strife,  argument  and  useless  debate. 
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
